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DUNSTER  PATERS. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Histopjcal 
Society,  held  iu  Boston,  on  Thursday,  October  10, 
1S95,  Mr.  Jonx  T.  Hassam  said:  — 

I  have  here  two  manuscripts  which  are  of  interest  to  iis.  as 
they  belonged  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Dunster,  the  first  President 
of  Harvard  College.  The  Dunster  Piipers  published  more  tluin 
forty  years  ago  in  our  Collections  (4  Muss.  Hist.  Coll.,  H.  iVO) 
had  been  in  the  possession  of  that  branch  of  the  Dunster  f  trjilv 
of  Pembroke,  Massachusetts,  which  had  then  recently  bcorne 
extinct.  T)ie  papers  now  under  consideration  came  from  the 
same  branch  of  the  Dunster  familv.  They  are  now  the  prop- 
erty of  I\Iiss  Susan  A.  Smith,  of  Pendjroke,  a  lineal  descend- 
ant of  the  Rev.  Tiiomas  Smith  (H.  C.  1725),  wliose  daughter 
Mary  married  th.e  Rev.  Isaiali  Dunster  (H.  C.  1741),  a  great- 
grandson  of  President  Dunster. 

The  first  of  these  papers  is  a  letter  —  or  rath.er  a  fragment 
of  a  letter — written  from  London.  ^lay  '20,  loll,  just  before 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  Although  it  treats  of  private 
matters,  there  are  some  allusions  in  it  to  events  of  public  im- 
portance, such  as  the  Long  Parliament,  the  Scottish  army,  tlie 
beheading  of  the  Earl  of  Strafford.  Lord  Deputy  of  Irehuid, 
and  the  fate  which  v/as  tlien  thouglit  to  await  Archliihop 
Laud,  —  a  fate  which  actually  overtook  hmi  three  years  later. 

A  word  of  explanation  as  to  the  persons  mentioned  in  this 
letter  may  not  be  out  of  place. 
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In  tlie  first  volume  of  the  Winthiop  Pa])ers  (4  Alass. 
Coll.,  Vr.  4.59)  ihere  is  a  letter  froQi  Heiiry  .larie  to  J.4in 
AVinrlirop,  Jr.,  giving  an  aecoinit  of  the  trial  of  the  Ivev, 
Henry  Burton,  Di'.  John  P>;ist\vick,  <\.\ul  Willianr  Prynee. 
They  were  convicted  ])y  I'he  Court  of  Star  Chamber,  were 
set  in  the  pillory  in  Vv'estminster  Palace  Yard,  where  their 
ears  were  cut  off.  and  tliev  wei-e  banished  to  reunite  places  In 
the  kingdom,  and  tliere  ke})t  in  close  and  solitary  confine- 
ment. On  the  meeting  of  the  Long  Parliament  they  were 
brought  back  to  London  vvitli  great  public  acclamation.  Tlie 
House  of  Commons  voted  tliat  tliey  should  be  restored  to  their 
crdlings,  and  should  reL-t-ive  damages  for  their  great  sufferings, 
to  be  paid  by  the  Archbisliop  of  Canterbmy,  the  Higli  Com- 
missioners, and  those  Lords  who  had  voted  against  them  in  the 
Star  Chambei-,  —  Burton  to  receive  £0,0U0,  Prynne  and  Dr. 
Bast\vi(;k  =£'o,00U  each.  In  the  second  volume  of  the  Win- 
thrup  Papers  (4  Mass.  Hist.  Coll.,  VU.  251)  there  is  alerter 
from  Hicliard  Saltonstali  to  John  Winthrop,  Jr.,  contain.iiig  a 
copy  of  an  inscription  in  Latin  written  b)'  Prynne  on  the  widl 
of  the  room  in  the  Tower  wlsere  he  was  imprisoned. 

John  Liiburne  was  at  one  time  law  clerk  to  Prynne.  He 
was  ordered  to  be  publicly  whi[)ped  all  the  way  irom  the 
Fleet  Prison  to  the  Palace  Yard,  \Vestminster,  tliere  tr,  siand 
two  liours  in  the  pillory,  and  to  be  kept  in  jail  nntil  £500  had 
been  paid.  When  the  Long  Parliament  nset.  he  petitioned 
for  relief.  One  of  the  earliest  recorded  s[)eeches  of  Oliver 
Cromwell  was  made  in  support  of  this  petition.  He  received 
an  indemnity  of  £3,000. 

Dr.  Alexander  Leighton,  who  Avas  the  author  of  Zion's  Plea 
against  the  Prelacie,"  and  who  suffered  nnder  the  persecution 
of  I^aud,  was  the  father  of  the  Archbishop  of  Crlasgow. 

The  Kev.  Peter  Smart  was  chaplain  to  the  Bishop  of 
Durham.  His  sermons  being  deemed  seditious,  he  was  de- 
graded from  his  ministry,  fined  £500,  and  in;iprisoned.  When 
the  Long  Parlianient  began,  he  was  released  from  the  Kiug's 
Bench  Prison,  where  he  had  been  confined  for  more  than 
eleven  years.  AYhat  he  had  lost  was  restored  to  him,  and  he 
became  a  witness  against  Archbishop  Laud. 

This  .accounts  for  every  one  whose  name  appears  in  tlie 
letter  but  "  bro  :  Turner,"  who  will  be  mentioned  later. 

The  writer  of  this  letter  was  Joseph  Davyes.  President;

Diiiister  married,  Jiuie  22,  1C>41,  Elizahetli,  tlie  widow  of  The 
Rov.  Jose  Glover,  formerly  Rector  of  Siittori,Co.  Surrev,  Eiig- 
land,  who  iiitejided  to  emig'rate  to  New  Englarid,  l)iit  after 
the  pre[>aratioiis  for  the  voya^'e  Vvere  all  made,  ''fell  sick 
of  a  leaver  and  dyed."  His  widow  and,  children,  liovrever, 
came  iiere  and  settled  in  Cambridge.  The  will  of  the  Rev. 
Jose  Glover,  da.ted  ^Liy  1*],  IdoS,  was  probated  Decemher  22, 
lt)oS,  ill  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbnrv,  London.  An 
al)str;vct  of  it  may  be  fouiKl  i\\  Waters's  Genealogical  Glean- 
ings in  Ei]gland,"  L  8o  ;  and  there  is  a  copy  of  it  in.  the  Court 
liles  of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  Massachusetts.  In  this  will 
tlie  testator  leaves  a  small  legacy  to  '•  my  loving  and  dear 
friends,  Mr..  Joseph  Davyesand  his  wife"  ;  and  Josepl)  Davyes 
was  one  of  the  witnesses  to  it.  Tliere  is  a  strong  in-obaljility 
that  this  Jose])h  Davyes  was  the  writer  of  this  letter  ;  but 
Ifenry  F.  Waters,  nou'  in  London,  v/ho  lias  examined  the  ori- 
ginal will  at  the  request  of  Mr.  John  Ward  Dean,  [^renounces 
the  signatures  so  unlike  that  he  thinks  they  must  have  been 
written  by  differerrt  persons. 

Kow  as  to  yo^  bro  :  Turner."  After  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Dunster,  John  Glovei-  (  IT.  C.  1G50),  her  son  by  her  first  hus- 
band, brought  an  action  against  President  Dunster,  his  step- 
father, to  recover  certain  ])roperty  which  he  alleged  belonged 
to  him  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  his  father,  the  Kev. 
Jose  Glover,  or  by  inlieritance  from  him,  the  said  Rev.  Jose 
Glover,  or  Elizabeth  Glover,  his  wife,  botli  deceased  or  either 
of  them,  or  by  the  last  will  of  Mr.  Richard  Harris  deceased, 
but  which  was  withheld  by  Dunster.  The  writ  was  return- 
able at  the  County  Court  lield  at  Cambridge,  April  Term,  1G5G. 
Among  the  papers  on  file  in  the  case  is  one  indorsed  W  Tur- 
ners reckonings,  for  y''  s.um  of  143-c?-4."    It  is  a  list  of  goods 

Shipped  y*'  4"'  of  March  1G38  per  me  Exuperins  Turner  in 
the  good  ship  called  the  Endimion  of  London,  for  Mi  ls  Eliza- 
beth Glover  of  Newtowne  in  New  England  by  order  of  lier  ser- 
vant John  Stedman  (as  appeareth  by  his  letter)."    He  adds: 

"I  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Joseph  Davis  to  send  these  goods,  and  I

As  the  records  of  tlie  County  Court  for  the  Conntv  of  Suf- 
folk for  this  period  are  lost,  it  is  perliap»s  \ye]\,  by  puttir.,:  tliis 
paper  in  print,  to  preserve  it  from  the  desLruction  whieh  -eerns 
to  liave  been  the  fate  of  the  rest  of  the  papers  in  this  case. 

Tlie  following  is  wliat  remains  of  this  letter.  Tlie  saiH-r- 
scription  is  lost,  but  the  letter  is  supposed  to  have  been  v.  ritten 
to  President  Dunster.

The  second  of  these  two  papers  is  a  funeral  sermon,  in  man- 
uscript, preached  at  Exton,  March  31,  1G14,  at  tlie  funeral  of 
John,  Lord  Harington,  Ilaion  of  Exton,  by  Richard  Stocke, 
pastor  of  Allhallows,  in  Bread  Street,  London. 

Bread  Street  is  one  of  the  tributaries  of  Cheapside.  It  was 
in  Bread  Street  that  Jolm  iMilton  was  born  in  l(i08,  ;ind  in  the 
church  of  Allhallows  lie  was  baptized.  Tlie  old  chin'cii  was 
destroyed  in  the  Great  Fire,  but  was  rebudt  in  IbSU  by  Sir 
Christoplier  Wren. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Stocke,  Master  of  Arts  of  C;imb)'idge,  was 
educated  in  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  and  became  Rector 
of  Allhallows  in  Bread  Street,  ^larch  8,  1610.  He  was  a  zeal- 
ous .Puritan  and  Reformer.  He  died  April  '20,  162<'>,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Parish  Church,  where  his  pariishioners  erected  ni 
his  memory  a  monument  with  this  quaint  epitaph :  -~ 

"To  the  sacred  Memory  of  that  worthy  and  faithfull  ]Ml.nister  of 
Christ,  Master  Richard  Stocke ;  who  after  32  Yeeres  spent  in  the  ^lin- 
istery,  wdierein  by  his.  learned  Labours,  joined  witii  Wisedome  and  a 
most  holy  Life,  God's  Glory  was  much  advanced,  his  Church  edilied. 
Piety  increased,  and  the  true  Honour  of  a  Pastor's  Place  maintained  : 
deceased  April  20,  1G2(3.  Some  of  his  loving  Parishioners  have  con- 
secrated this  Monument  of  their  never-dying  Love,  Jan.  2''^.  1(?2.S.

A  monument  was  also  erected,  at  the  cost  of  tlie  Paii^l'.  in 
tlie  soiitli  aisle  of  the  church,  on  the  Avail,  '-in  meinoiiairof 
Master  John  Dtnister  Citizen  and  Clotlnvorker  of  Ln;:dnn,"  a 
liberal  giver  to  the  church,  who  died  October  14,  lOi'.j,  aL  the 
age  of  fifty-eight  years. 

The  Baron  Harington  whose  virtues  are  here  rec'^ivltd  was 
the  son  of  Sir  John  Harington.  Knight,  who  l)e]>  i -ar  l  to  a 
branch  of  the  ancient  family  of  Harington.  barors-  i.y  wrir, 
and  who  was  elevated  to  the  peerage  by  letters  p'Oteni  dure  l 
21  July,  1G0-],  as  Karon  Harington  of  Exton,  *•  ^i^  i-idsliip 
was  tutor  to  tlie  Prim.'css  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Kii  -i-.s  L. 
until  her  marriage  with  the  Elector  Palatine,  when  kc  ;  trended 
lier  royal  highness  into  Germany."  He  died  in  lbl5.  and  was 
succeeded  l)y  his  son.  John  Harington,  the  second  Baron.  \\  ]io>e 

Remarkeable  life  death"  are  here  commemorated.  How- 
ever meritorious  and  commendable  in  the  eyes  of  tlie  preaeiier 
was  the  conduct  of  this- young  nobleman —  he  was  only  tweniy- 
tliree  years  old  when  he  died —  who  "shunned  Company  of 
Ladies  &:  avoyded  y®  beh.ouldinge  of  beuties."  tlie  nnfisiiunate 
I'e^ult  of  it  v>-as  that  he  died  without  issue  ansl  tiie  tiil  -.ecan.ie 
extinct.

Gly.  truely  hee  was  &  truely  noble  in  y*"  faith,  y'  there  is  none  could 
have  a  [more]  forced  desire  of  savinge  knov,  1.  nor  a  more  cC-^raf  reso- 
kition  of  practisinge  good  duties  nor  a  more  tender  Conscience  of  dis- 
pleasinge  G.  by  y'  least  sin.  y**  appeared  both  by  his  private  Ov;  publicke 
exercises  of  piety.
